Sea-builder is the name. given to the 
men who erect our lighthouses, and 
the recent completion of one Of these 
towers on the Fastnet Rock, a sniall 
pinnacle off the south-easy corner of 
the coast of Ireland, calls attention to 
the work of these daring individuals, 
Says London Answers, ; . 

This lighthouse is the latest example 
of the sea-builders’ art, and also the 
most expensive ever designed and erect 
ed; It has taken some six years to 
complete, ‘and. has cost $420,000. Yet 
the engineers will tell you this is not, 
un excessive sum, when it is remem- 
bered that the tower is*On a rock ex- 
posed to the full fury of the Aflantic.

T@ land on the rock is quite an ex- 
ertion and an exciting experiecne, 
When the boat reaches the spot a rope 
:s lowered from a long jib, to which 
you havetto cling while you are hoist- 
ed through the air by.means of a winch. 
Some, idea of the forte of the waves 
that beat against the pinnacle may be 
gauged when it is stated that the old 
lighthouse, which stood some liltle dis- 
tance back from the new one, was of- 
ten submerged. The waves: dashed 
right over the lantern, some 173 feet 
above the level of the sea. On one 
occasion a full cup of coffee standing 
ci the table in the top room was 
thrown to the floor when a heavy wave 
thundered against the regk and sub- 
merged the tower. 

The old lighthouse was an iron struc- 
ture, and as it was being gradually 
underminéd by the force of the storms, 
the sea-builders decided to erect a ma- 
sonry tower of the latest type. and the 
spot they chose was the ledge of a 
chasm that had been eaten out by the 
Waves on the extreme western edge of 
the rock, where the fullest fury of the 
waves was é€xperienced. The base of 
the tower will thus receive the heaviest 
seas before they rise to their full height, 
and as it,is»te al] intents and purpos- 
es one solfd piece of masonry, and ar- 
ranged in steps, it serves as an excel- 
lent buffer for the waves that beat 
against it. 


PLUMBING UNDER _ DIFFICULTIES. 


A special steamer had to be built, 
at a cast of $50,000, to transport. the 
building material and men to the -pock. 
During the earlier portions of the work 
the men could only remain at their 
post for a few hours between the tides, 
and only then when the weather was 
fuirly calm. After the work had pro- 
gressed some little distance a plumber 
was brought off from the mainland to 
fit up the oil-pipes, Hie became so 
frightened after his first day on the 
rock by the wildness and loneliness of 
the situation that nothing would induce 
hin to remain, and he was accordingly 
taken back by the lifeboat.

steady sale*than liver. The most deli- 
cate in texture and taste is calf's liver. 
Eoually delicate, but far less well known 
in this country is lamb’s liver. In this 
case the whole liver seldom weighs mcre 
than two pounds and retails at about tén 
cents per pound. Beef liver is coarser 
and more tough. Pig's liver is eagerly 
called for by many persons; while poul- 
try «livers are looked gn as especially 
delicate for entrees and’ made dishes. 

As a Standard dish, liver is more fre- 
quently served sliced and fried either 
alone or with bacon than in any other 
fushion. Simple as is its preparation it 
is often so badly cooked as tc be un- 


ealable. The liver should be cut in slices | 


not over three-quarters of an inch thick; 
when beef of pig liver is used, it should, 
after washing in cold water, be covered 
with boiling water and allowed tc stand) 
for ten “minutes, draining and changing 
the water as it cools. Veal or lamb’s 
liver does not require this preliminary 
scalding. Drain very thoroughly. 
Sprinkle each slice with salt and pepper. 
The bacon should be cut in the thinnest 
of slices. Have the frying pan het, lay 
in the bacon and turn often until it be- 
gins to color and is well tried out. Lift 
up. drain for an instant, and transfer to 
a hol platter. Dip each piece of liver in 
flcur to ccat thickly, then place in the 
pan in the hot bacon fut. As soon as 
well browned on one eide turn and 
brown again. The cooking should be 
rapid sc that by the time the meat is 
done through it is well browned, to al- 
low it to do so slowly is to make it hard 
anc tough. As soon as dcne transfer 
each slice to the platter, arranging the 
bacun around it, The question of gravy 
is a disputed one, some arguing that 
such addition spoils it. For thcse who 
like it, pour off all but about a table- 
spoonful of the fat. Dredge in sufficient 
flour to absorb the liquid, stirring and 
mashing until smocth and browned. 
Gradually add suflicient boiling water to 
thin to desired consistency. Season with 
Salt, and a few drops of Worcestershire 
cv tomato catsup and pour round the 
mcat, placing the bacon on top to pre- 
serve ils crispness. 

In certain sections of the country calf’s 
liver larded-and braised is served as one 
cf the principal dishes for a formal din- 
ner. For this the whole liver is wiped 
and the top larded with fine strips of 
larding -pork which have been rolled in 
a mixture of salt, pepper and = ground 
8Pice, (usually a little clove and all- 
spice). The liver is then laid on a bed of 
sliced vegetables—onion, carrot and tur- 
nip—in a deep pan. a pint of rich stock 
added, tightly covered and braised in a 
moderate oven for about two hours, Be- 
fore serving. the gravy is thickened and 
a littke madeira or sherry is Gften added. 
This dish takes ti lo prepare, but an 
equally good result at lower cost may be 
obtained by taking a lamb’s liver. 
Wash very carefully and dry on a cloth, 
then with a sharp knife score both sides, 
making culs a quarter of an inch deep 
and about half an inch apart. Mix to- 
gether a scant teaspoonful of salt, quar- 
tir cf a teaspoonful each of pepper, 
ground allspice and cloves. Rub this in- 
i the cuts in the liver.

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. “COWS THAT EAT TOO MUCH. 
Dr. Smead, a well-known writer on 
veterinary subjects, says:— 





Sometimes, throu; carelessness, 

cows get into the meal bin and help 
themselves to a quantity so great that 
the digestive organs are unable to cope 
with it, The cow soon becomes in @ 
very bad condition gefierally,: owing 
somewhat to the kind of mea! that *has 
keen eaten. Sometimes the third slo- 
mach becomes impacted with the meal 
and the cow is first delirious, then she 
goes into a comatose. state, and dies 
in a few hours. Agéin, acute indiges- 
tion is produced and the cow suffers 
much pain and at last dies with con- 
gestion of the fourth stomach or in- 
flammation of the bowels. 
»Generally the cow in such a condl- 
‘hon wants to drink inordinately and 
‘here is where many farmers need a 
little advice. Because the cow, if left 
ty» herself, will drink an inordinate 
quantity of water to her injury, it 
does not follow it should be withheld, 
and yet that is where many farmers 
make a mistake. They think because 
the cow will kill herself by drinking 
water that it should be withheld entire- 
Digestion cannot properly go on 
without the aid of water when an in- 
Ordinate amount of meal or gfain Is 
taken into the cow’s stomach, as there 
is Only one way for it to. go through 
the alimentary canal. If digestion en- 
tirely stops ,the cow dies, and it is, 
therefore. important that digestion be 
stimulated and what cannot naturally 
be digested be thrown off by physic. 
One-of the essentials of digestion is 
water, and while it is unwise to allow 
the cow to gorge herself with it. it ts 
more than unwise to entirely withhold 
it. 

It is not my purpose to discuss the 
disease that may be produced by this 
disgorgement of food, but rather to say 
something that will help dairymen tc 
save their cows when they are unfor- 
tunate enough to have this accident 
happen to them. When it ts known 
that a cow has eaten largely of meal 
or grain one of the very best remedies 
is a few quarts of water not perhaps 
over a gallon at any one time. In half 
an hour let her have another gallon 
end continue every hour until her thirst 
‘© quenched, The first time the water 
is given stir into it a heaped teaspoon- 
ful of gingér and a teaspoonful of good 
cider vinegar. and add the ginger and 
the vinegar every second time the cow 
given drink. Wath this treatment 
many a cow would be well in forty- 
eght hours that would have died had 
the water been entirely withheld. If 
there is bloating use warm water in- 
ieotions every hour; if-it is not reduced 
in six hours give a good dose of Ep- 
som salts and continue the injection, 
also the ginger until the cow is well 
on the way to recovery. This is a 
simple rational farmer’s remedy; the 
veterinarian might prescribe a better 
one, but the treatment recommended 
will save a large percentage when the 
veterinarian cannot be had.

YEAST GERMS IN BLOOD. 


Man Dying of Strange Affliction—Only 
, Three Cases Known in History. 


Yeast germs at work in the blocd has 
been found to be. the strange affliction 
of Leo Konnel, who is confined in the 
Cook County Hospital, Chicago, and for 
whose reccvery there is said to be no 
hope. 

ln what manner Konnel came in con- 
lact wilh the yeast is not known. It is 
supposed thal the infection entered the 
system through some slight lesion in the 
skin of his hands or-face. The warm 
blood furnished an ideal condition fcr 
the reproduction of these germs, and 
they multiplied at an enormous rate, so 
that now aé yeast solution is running 
through Konnel’s veins. 

The yeast gerin is a fungus growth of 
plant life, and the rapid repreduction of 
its cells in mixing with flour, causing 
the dough of bread or biscuit to “rise,” ig 
well known. It happens also that the 
yeast infecteion causes spots on Konnel's 
body, on his neck, arms and chest, to. 
“rise” also, but there the similarity ends, 
for in the case of dcugh the rising is 
caused by the formation of carbonig acid 
gas, while the risings on Konnel’s body, 
resemble tumors. : 

There are said to be only three known 
instances of yeast infection in the blood 
in alf the histcry of medicine. In al} 
instances death has folldwed in a short 
time. '

There js prac- 
tically no such thing us secreé® in such 
matters, Almost before u Government 
has settled upon a new weapon its de- 
tails are known in every War Office 
In Europe, Britain's new naval quick- 
flrer, for instance, Spies stole the de- 
cuments relating to it. and every purti- 
Cular hus been for a vear pust in the 
hands of our chief rival. 

When Mr. Louis Brennan. of uVro- 
Scope railway fame, first invented the 
torpedo which bears his name the Brit- 
igh Government paid $600.000 for his 
invention.

No effort is spared by the Admiralty to 
sec that the food provided for the men 
is of the best quality, and nothing is 
allawed to go out of the Victualling 
Dockverd at Deptford until is has been 
thoroughly tested, and passed as sound, 
by His Mujesty’s inspectors.

In the doomed cily of Taleahuano it 
was noticed that @l the same “tyne all 
the dogs sneaked off and safely reached 
the open country before the earth tre- 
mors set in. At Caracas this inexplic- 
able anifmal faculty of scenting an 
earthquake from alar has been turned 
ta profitable account, 

Some of the natives keep cats, dogs, 
an jerboas—a species of jumping redent 
—for this express purpose, and us soon 
as these oracular quadrupeds begin to 
exhibit their peculiar spasms of uneasi- 
ness the alarm is given, and everybody 
makes for the open country, where the 
danger is infinitely less. 

That this is so is proved by the .fact 
that an earthquake which is disturbing 
enough to unrgof buildings and shake 
down chimneys wholesale, may be ab- 
solutely imperceptible to a person walk- 
in; in the open. , 

Strange to say, however.*the motion on 
hill-tops is appreciably less than in the 
velleys,. while deep in the earth shocks 
are rarely felt at all. Twenty-four years 
ag. there was an earthquake in Virginia 
City, Nevada. which was viclent enough 
cn the surface to be destructive, but 
which in the‘adjacent mines was scarce- 
lv felt at all. , 

“A curious fact is that an earthquake 
starts on its’ aweinspiring journey, like 
a cannon-bail. at its highest spred, which 
nieans that the further it goes the slower 
it travels. The warning tremors natur- 
ally travel much faster. than the main 
shock: but it is the sidewise wriggling 
motion that goes farthest, though not 
the fastest.

Chaplain Kane's Strange Story*-How It 
Feels to Die. , 


A remarkable story Was tuid te thee 
London Daily Mail by Mr. James J. 
Kane, who for thitty years was a chap- 
lain im the United States Navy, from 
Which he only recently retired, | Mr. 
Kane pays occusiOnul Visits to London. 

“T have been Mo fewer than eight 
limes at the point of death,” said Mr. 
Kane, “and on three 6ccasions | was 
pronounced dead by physiclans. On one 
of those occasions I rested in my collin 
for twenty-four hours.

The vocabulary of the sea, always 
bewildering to landsmen, is crowded 
full of strange, technical jargon and 
of words of familiar meaning on shore 
which afloat contract a uew and ar- 
bitrary significance. ‘Take, for exan- 
ple, this matter of tonnage of ship- 
ping. On shore everybody kuows that 
a ton is 2,000 pounds if a short ton or 
2,240 if a long one; Therefore it seems 
to the landlubber that a 1,000 ton ship 
ought to be, it it is not, a ship whieh 
“ain carry a thousand tons weight of 


cargo, AS a mutter of fact, a thou, 
sand ton ship can probably convey 
about 1,300 or 1,400 tons of coal «or 


heavy merchandise. 

Yet the tonnage of Shipping is not so 
arbitrary it seems. It follows<a 
fixed standard, established by national 
law, There are two kinds of ton- 
nage recognized by our government 
nuthorities—gross tonnage and net ton- 
hage. The gross tonnage of a vessel 
is its entire internal capacity measured 
in tons of 100 cublie feet, andethe navi- 
sation laws of thegUnited States pre 
scribe in careful d@tail how this meas- 
urement for tonnage shall be ascer- 
tained, Net tonnage is measured by 
subtracting from the gross tonnage of 
a vessel all space used for the accom- 
modation of oflicers and crew, for cer: 
tain gear for the working of the ship 
and, if a steam vessel, for her pro- 
pelling power or machinery, including 
boilers and engines, 

In .other words, the net tonnage of 
a ship is virtually the space, expressed 
in tons of 100 cubic fee® available for 
the carrying of passéngers or cargo. 
In the case of sail vessels, from which 
no machinery space has to be deduct- 
wa, the gross tonnage’ and net tonnage 
of a vessel are yer¥ nearly the same, 
@ut in steamers the two measurements 
ute Widely different. Take, for exam- 
oue of the largest of American 
inerchant steamships, the American 
liner St. Louis. Wer gross tonnage is 
11,629, her net tonnage 5,894. So with 
the well known steamer Governor 
Dingley, of the line from Boston to 
lortland. Wer gross tonnage és 3,826, 
her net 2,856.

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GOLD » COINS. 


Why Bankers Don’t Like Them and 
Prefer to Handle Paper. 

“Of the different kinds*of American 
money now. in circulation the gold 
coins of all denominations are the a ost 
disliked in. my business,” said &@ prorml- 
nent New York banker. . 

“Take a greenback, a silver or a gold 
certificate or a national bank note to 
your bank and it is received and plac- 
ed to your credit without a moment's 
delay. Not so with gold. A few days 
ago a gentlemar brought to our bank 
upward of $3,000’ in gold of different 
denominations and was much provoked 
because we would not receive it and 
give him credit with the amount the 
fuce of the coin represented. This we 
could not do because the law requires 
that gold shall beeredeemed only at its 
actual value. Coins carried in the 
pocket for any length of time naturally 
losé Something by abrasion—probably 
but a fractional part of a cent on a ten 
dollar piece, but it is a loss neverthe- 
less—and therefore bankers cannot give 
credit for gold deposits until the coin 
shall have been weighed. In the case 
mentioned my friend took his gold to 
the subtreasury and was compelled to 
wait there nearly an hour before he 
could get notes for it. 

“Ivery coin had to be passed through 
the scales, and after the weighing proc- 
ess had been completed three of the 
coins—two five dollar pieces fnd a ten 
dolar piece—were returned to him as 
short in weight. Before returning short 
weight coins the department stamps on 
the face of each coin a cross. The 
owner is either left to send the coins to 
the United States mint for redemption 
or again put them into circulation. 
Eventually the coins with crosses on 
their faces will go to the mint arm be 
redeemed at their actual value. In 
many instances there may not be more 


than several cents’ shortagé on $50 
worth of coins, Business men, how- 


ever, naturally object to the inconven- 
ience and get rid of their gold as fast 
as possibk.”

ACTION -OF ALCOHOL. 


The Seven Stages of Drunkenness and 
the Results. 

According to the evidence given re- 
cently by Dr. R. T. Williams, an Eng- 
lish physician, in a London police court, 
says the Literary Digest, he distin- 
guishes seven stages of drunkenness— 
irritable, mellow, pugnactous, affection- 
ate, lachrymeose,. followed, if the: total 
doses were large enough, by collapse 
and death. It is noted by the British 
Medical Journal, from which this re- 
port is taken, that other authorities 
have formulated these stages in differ- 
ent ways. Says this paper: 

“Magnan, who was one of the first 
to begin the scientific study of the 
physiological action of alcohol, distin- 
guished five stages—first, slight ex- 
citement and a feeling of well being, in 
which speeth and gestures became 
more animated; in the secand stage 
ideas became ‘crowded together and 
confused, the mood being, without any 
very obvious ‘reason for the difference, 
cay or sad or full ef tender emotion; 
in the third stage) the confusion of 
ideas was greater and accqampanied by 
incollerence, perversion of taste and 
smell, illusions, ck speech, yacant 
countenance and staggering gait; the 
fourth stage was coma and the fifth 
death, Magnan’s second stage has 
been graphically described by Claye 
Shaw as ‘a loss of the sense of aware- 
ness of surroundings.’ ”

‘A despatch from Ottawa says: The 
Covernment insurance . bill was intro- 
duced by the Finance Minister in the 
Heuse on Wednesday afternoon, he 
Government, Mr. Fielding said, had had 
the help of able and impartial experts in 
preparing the measure. ; 

The bill deals with the whéle question 
of insurance, and is a consolidation of 
4/1 insurance legislation, the changes 
being made chiefly in regard to life in- 
surance. The powers of the Government 
are enlarged in the matter of the with- 
drawal or refusal of a license renewal, 
The Minister may cut off or refuse tc 
se & license for any violation of the 


POWERS OF INSPECTION. 


The powers ofsthe insurance superin- 
tendent are widened and he is empow- 
fred to inspect the offices of U. S. com- 
panies. The supetintendgat is also em- 
powered tc make valuations where 
aeemed necessary, 

Trust funds are to be held by. trust 
companies, the private trustees as they 
drop off, being replaced by such com- 
panies, 


DISTRIBUTION OF SURPLUS. 


Instead of calling off annual. distribu- 
tion of surplus* on deferred dividend 
Pclicies, as suggested by the insurance 
commission, the bill calls for a‘distribu- 
ticn once in three years. These funds 
are to be shown as liabilities in tie re- 
pcrts, but depreciation in the value of 
securities are to be allowed for, 

The insurance commission recom- 
mended that the expenses of new busi- 
ness be shown separaieiy. The bill con- 
tains a clause to prcvide for it. 


FIXING SALARIES, 


Head office officials are not to have 
any share jin commissions, This was 
another insurance commission Sugges- 
tion. . 

No salary of $5.000 or upwards is to be 
ae except by crder of whole Board of 

irectors., This, too, the commission 
Suggested. No salary agreement is to be 
made for more than five years, In case 
of all salaries. or commissions over 
$4,000 per year are to be shown in the 
éunual reports, 


REBATING PENALTIES. 


Rebating is not to be visited upon the 
directors or managers, as recommended 
dy the Insurance Commission, unless the 

rector or manager knows of the re- 
bate. The penalty is $1,000 and the giver 
and taker of a rebece is liable te a $100 
penalty. Pension funds may be estab- 
lished when authorized by the share- 
holders and policyholders entitled to 
vote, 

The United States regulation as to 
voling, recommended by the commis- 
Bicn, has been dropped as difMficult and 
cf doubtful expedience. The bill, how- 
ever, provides that proxies may only be 
used when executed within two months 
of a meeting. 

The commission's recommendation for 
standard policies has been moderated, 
the bill previding only fer standard pro- 
Visions lo be contained in all policies. 
other provisions may be allowed by the 
Superintendent of imsurance.

The object of 
this work was to cai attention to the 


importance of the 
ate sufficient interest in the matter to 
induce dairymen to organize for tie 
purpose of conducting a systematic test 
of the individual cows of their herds. 
The publication of these tests showed 
the great difference which is found in 
the yield of cows in*the same herd, and 
cf different herds in the same locality. 

At the beginning of 1906, sixteen as- 
seciations were organized under the 
auspices of the Department. Each 
member was required to provide his 
own outfit for weighing .and taking 
samples, but the Department of Agri- 
culture provided the blank forms and 
made the tests without charge. The 
work wWds conlinued on the same basis 
in 1907, with’ a tatal of 52 associations 
organized in the different provinces, as 
follows: Quebec 27. Ontario 18, Nova 
Seotia 2, Prince Edward Island 1, Bril- 
ish Columbia 4. 

In addition to making the tests free 
of cost, the Dairy Division has compiled 
fo’ each member a monthly and a year- 
ly statement of the individual tests of 
his herd, and. each member has also 
been furnished with a copy of the 
monthly summaries of all tests made for 
the other associations. Summaries of 
thé monthly tests have been published 
in the agricultural and weekly press of 
Canada, so that every person who reads 
has thus had an opportunity of study- 
ing the results and judging of the im- 
portance of the work. 

The Honorable Mr. Fisher, Minister 
of Agriculture, has taken a special in- 
terest in this work and is very desir- 
ous of having it continued., 1 am di- 
rected to say that the Dairy Division 
will again co-operate. with associations 
of 20 or more members, or owners Cf 
not less than 200 cows, for the season 
of 1908, by doing the testing, provid- 
ing the necessary blank forms, and as- 
sisting in the organization as hereto- 
fore, but the Minister is of the opinion 
that the time has arrived when the 
members. of the asseciations may rea- 
sonably be asked to contribute some- 
thing towards tle cost of the work. 

If it is worth anything to a dairy- 
man to know the relative value of his 
cows as milk producers, in order that 
he may improve his herd by a process 
cf intelligent breeding and selection, ‘it 
should be worth anything to anyone 
else.

NOVELIST” SPENT SEVEN DAYS IN 
ONE OF ITS LODGINGS. 


Noted Writer Saw Its 
Misery — Impressed by the 
Children, 


Last week one of the best and most 
‘giffed of all our English novdists, 
Spent seven days in some dark, tiny, 
but quiet clean lodging in a street ‘n 
Whitechapel, says the London Stand- 
ard. He made no secret of the object 
cf his mission when he said his brief 
farewell to some friends at tne Athe- 
naeum Club. “I am at work on a new 
story to recall an old truth,” he. ex- 
plained. “I want to remind men and 
women how much for good and ill they 
owe to their own environment, 
want the public to realize the infinity 
cf small things that make for human 
regeneration and happiness.” 

A journalist happened to stand 
among his auditors, and by promising 
lu respect his desire for anonymity, he 
persuaded the novelist, as he moved 
cff, to agree to send him a few lines 
before he finally left the slums, telling 
him the thing that impressed him the 
most during his stay among the sup- 
merged. The days slipped quiakly 
away, but true to his pledge, the nove-

“My dear ——, —I am glad that I 
promised to send you this letter.
